Every one of the twelve proposéd | 
constitutional amendments was rat- ' 
ified by the voters. One of these, 
an amendment to the constitution 
authorizing a municipality with a 
population of 150,000 or more, to 
issue street improvement bonds up- 
on a two-thirds vote of the mem- 
bers of its governing body, direct- 
ly affects Atlanta. 

While at an early hour this. morn- 
ing returns from the seventh ward 
were missing, the result as shown 
by .the consolidated reports from 
all other wards would not be ma- 
terialfy changed by the count at 
this precinct. Cook's, Poole’s and 
Oak Grove, country districts, were 
also lacking. 

Total Vote Cast. 

With these exceptions, the total 
vote reeeived by wach candidate in 
the contested races is as follows: 

For president, Cox 5,766, Harding 
8,173, Debs 141. 

For senate, Watson 
wards 1,354. 

For congress, ‘Upshaw 5,675, Mur- 
tin 2*823., 

Mr Harding, republican candi- 
date, carried the first and fourth 
wards and also Bilackhalil precinct 
in the county outside of the city. 
In all other wards and county pre- 
cincts Governor Cox rolled up ma- 
jorities. 

At the time of going ts press 
the count on none of the uncon- 
tested races had been received. 
These include Thomas W. Hard- 
wick for governor of Georgia and 
State and county officers. 

Of the twelve constitutional 
amtndments ratified five were for 
the creation of new  counties— 
Brantley, Lamar, Lanier, Long and 
Seminole. 

Baby Hend Plan. 

Particular interest to Atlanta and 
Fultot«county only attaches to the 
success of the constitutional amend- 
ment authorizing cities of 150,000 
population to issue street improve- 
ment bonds, since it will not apply 
to. *y other city in the state. 

This is the “ba*y bond” plan fos- 
tered by Councilman J. R. Nutting 
more than a -ear ago and indorsed 
by city council. At present it re- 
quires a majority of two-thirds of 
the qvali.. voters to pass bonds. 

Under the terms of thé amend- 
ment street improvement bonds 
may be issued upon a two-thirds 
vote of the members of the gov- 
erning - body, provided the bonds 
shall not run for a period exceeding 
ten years and shall be limited to 
the amount assessed by the city 
upon each improvement. Interest 
shall not exceed 6 per cent per an- 
num.

United States Sehator Vadis w. 
Wadsworth, Jr. who jwas bitterly 
opposed by organized *women suf- 
fragists and dry feaders because 
of his vote against suffrage and 
against. the prohibition amend- 
ment, was leading his democratic 
‘opponent, Lieutenant Gevernor 
Harry C. Walker, by 232,991 votes. 
Returns from 2,514 districts gave:

Republicans won two seats in the 
congressional fight in New York 
state, electing their’ candidates in 
the fifth, eighth and ninth districts, 
which are now represented by dem- 
ocrats, and lost the 28th district. 
Virtually complete returns from 34 
out of 48 congressional districts 
indicate the election of 21 republic- 
ans and 13 democrats. 

Former Representative in Con- 
gress Pete. G. Teneyck, democrat, 
was elected in the 28th district, 
now represented by Rollin B. San- 
ford, republican. The district nor- 
mally is republican and -has been 
controlled by the Albany County 
Republican organization, of which 
William Barnes is leader. 

When returns from 5,995 out of 7,- 
308 districts in the state had been

Washington, November 2.-A het 
republican gain of eight “and pos- 
sibly ten” seats in. the senate was 
claimed late tonight by the repub- 
lican senatorial committee on the 
basis of “early reports” from the 
Senatorial fights. Victories were 
claimed if South Dakota, Idaho, 
Maryland, California, Nevada, Okla- 
homa, Arizona and Colorado, 

“Should the actual results bear 
out the early indications, giving the 
republicans a gain of eight seats,”’ 
said the committee’s statement, 
“they will have at the next session 
57 seats to the democrats 39, a ma- 
jority of eighteen. Should they win 
all ten seats they will have a ma- 
jority of 22.” 

Congress Control Assured. 

New York, November 3.—Reten- 
tign of control of congress by the 
republicans appeared assured as a 
resuit of yesterday’s’ elections. 
With returns in at 2:30 o’clock this 
morning for about half of the house 
membership the republicans had 
scored a@ net gain of sixteen mem- 
bers, and incomplete seante returns 
findicated an ‘nerease in the upper 
house over the present majority of 
two.

At the.rate thé Harding column 
was growing at that hour the re- 
publican plurality in the state of 
New York would be around the un- 
precedented figure of more than a 
million. New York city, normally 
democratic, was going for Harding 
by at leasc half a million. 

The governorship fight continued 
close, with republican managers 
claiming the defeat of Governor 
Smith. 

Pennsylvania returns at that hour 
showed Harding leading Cox 3 to 
1 and Senator Penrose elected. 
Massachusetts was promising Har- 
ding the greatest plurality ever 
given a presidential candidate in 
that state. Boston had gone for 
a republican for the second time 
in its history, and had given Har- 
ding a greater lead over Cox than 
it gave McKinley over Bryan in 
1896. 


BIG LEADS 
FOR HARDING. | 


Returns from half of Vermont 
gave @ 8-to-1 lead over Cox. Hughes 
beat. Wilson 2 to 1 there in 1916. 

In the home district of Charles F. 
Murphy, leader of Tammany hall, 
Harding beat Cox 2 to 1. Maine 
reported Harding leading Cox by 
the largest plurality ever given a 
presidential candidate. Ohio, one- 
fifth complete, showed a growing 
vote for Harding. 

In the Néw York senatorial race 
Senator Wadsworth was leading his 
democratic opponent, Lieutenant 
Governor Walker. Senators Brande- 
gee, of Connecticut. and Moses, of 
New Hampshire, opponents ef the 
league of nations, both seemed cer- 
tain of re-election. 

When Governor Cox and Chairman 
White made their concession such 
returns as were coming in from 
the western states showed a strong 
drift to Harding and the republican 
landslide, Which began to take on 
tremendous proportions throughout 
the east, was continuing to roll on

CONGRESS CHANGES 
FAVOR THE G. O. P. 


At the hour the castles 
cession of republican victory was 
made there were practically no re- 
turns in to show the trend of vot- 
ing On congress. The few returns 
at hand showed few changes and 
these were in favor of the republi- 
can side. 

Taking the republican landslide 
in the east as handwriting on the 
wall, metropolitan newspapers, 
among them those which staunchly 
had supported Governor Cox and the

the election of Harding early in the 
evening. There were then no fig- 
ureg to assure it, or to give assur- 
ance that the sudden turning about 
of four years ago, which changed 
apparent victory for Hughes into 
election. for Wilson, would not be 
repeated. Democratic magt&igers ear- 
ly in the night professed confidence 
that the votes from the west would 
overcome the sentiment of the east, 
while the republican managers con- 
tinued to issue predictions of vic- 
tory. 


LANDSLIDE 
GOES WEST. 


As the landslide in the east con- 
tinued to roll down, however, and 
the first indications came that it 
would extend westward, there. evi- 
dently was some hurried communi- 
fecation from Governor Cox at Day- 
ton and the democratic managers in 
New York, for their announcements 
conceding the election of Harding 
came out in Dayton and in New 
York at virtually the same time. 


At the same moment he conceded 
the election of Harding, Chairman 


White also conceded the election of 
a republican congress. . 

One striking feature of the situa- 
tion—in fact, an almost anomalous 
one—was that while the election of 
Senator Harding was being conceded 
there were actually not sufficient 
election returns on hand to compile 
a table of electoral votes showing 
the distribution of states vote in the

With tooting horns and _ the 
eackle of rattlers, New York city 
poured out into the streets late to- 
day for its time-honored election 
night celebration—for New York 
always celebrates, whoever the win- 
ner and whoever the loser. 

But hardly had the streets been 
than they were emptidd 
again—or almost emptied, for the 
skies opened and the rain descend- 
ed by far more than the proverbial 
bucketful. 

Crowds which had gathered in 
front of bulletin boards broke and 
ran, swept along by a furious wind 
that whipped the raindrops under 
umbrellas with merciless force.

| Behind the Bars 


Socialist Leader Tells 
Constitution Reporter 
He Expects Party to Poll 
at Least 2,000,000 Votes. 


BY HOWARD T. JONES. 

Election night at the United 
States penitentiary was marked by 
the customary quiet and calm of 
that great stronghold of stone and 
steel, despite the presence of a 
presidential candidate within its 
massive walls:. 

A Constitution reporter carried 
the first election returns to the 
prison. The cordon of guard lights 
encircling the inclosure threw a 
spectre-like glaw upon the gray 
stone walls. The huge building rose 
an indistinct mass against the 
‘night’s dehse darkness, bespeaking 
strength and solidarity. A few stars 
shone faintly in the misty atmos- 
phere. Through the grated win- 
dows a feeble yellow light showed, 
and at intervals human forms were 
sithouetted against the iron em- 
brasures. , 

Somewhere in that dim light be- 
hind those bars of steel Eugene V. 
Debs, aspirant for the high office 
of president of the United States, 
awaited the results of the ballot- 
ing of Tuesday. 

Through double-locked doors of 


iron, escorted by a _ turnkey, the. 


bearer of election day news made 
his way into the warden’s inner 
office, where were seated a small 
circle of the prison officials. 

Debs Comes In. 

A® few moments passed and the 
presidential candidate walked in. 
Mr. Debs wore the prescribed suit 
of blue denims, and upon his face 
was the habitual smile of geniality. 
Languidly he seated himself and 
casually glanced through tke roll 
of election dispatches placed before 
him. There was interest in the‘keen 
eyes, but no excitement. While he 
read Warden. Zerbst passed around 


what he called “campaign cigars.” 

“No, I do not receive the results 
as you might expect,” said Mr. Debs 
with a wistful smile. “I never have. 
When I was 22 years old I ran for 
city clerk of Terra Haute, Ind. 
After eating my supper I went to 
bed. The next morning F learned 
that I had been elected.” 

After awakening such memories 
the speaker seemed to lose all in- 
terest in the present fight and 
dealt in reminiscences of campaign 
speeches, torcrlight processions, po- 
litical rallies, and experiences of 
the far past. 

Recalling the immediate, Mr. 
Debs assumed a more serious ex- 
»yrecsion as he declared, “I have ex- 
pected Mr.‘ Harding to defeat Gov- 
yernor Cox as overwhelmingly as 
Roosevelt did Parker in 1904, and 
these scattering returns appear to 
bear me out. 


Expecis Victory in 1924. 


“Tf the coming republican admin- 
istration proves as reactionary as 
present indications lead me to be- 
lieve it will be, I Jook with confi- 
oe toward a socialist victory in 
1b ; 


“This year I anticipate the social- 
ist party to poll 3,000,000 votes, but 
will consider 2,000,000 a victory for 
us. However, ‘blessed are those 
who expect nothing, for they are 
not disappointed.’” This  half- 
humorous statement seemed to ex- 
press Mr. Debs’ attitude. 

The largest socialist vote ever 
in 1912. Five 
times Mr. Debs has been the nominee 
for president of his party, and in 
1916 refused the nomination for 
congress. 

With a whimsical smile upon his 
face, the imprisoned candidate soon 
forgot the campaign of 1920 and 
again related incidents of his early 
life. 

“In 1876 my birthday fell upon 
election day, and I cast my first

Having Cast Ballot 
New Ashford, Mass.. November 
2.—This town, with a population 
in the 1920 census of 116, in- 
cluding 36 registered voters, 
closed the polls at 7:30 o'clock 
this morning, everyone having 
voted.

Better Company Here. 


“Before that, though,” said Mr. 
Debs, “at the age of 29, I went to 
the Indiana lez:slature and served 
a sentence there which I am now 
trying to live down in prison. At 
least I have better company here.” 

Changing the subject a bit, Mr. 
Nebs laughed as he observed, “This 
is the first campaign in which I 
have participated and not felt all 
used up on election night. In 1912 
I toured the country on a special 
train for sixty-eight days, in whicu 
time I made 535 speeches. Election 
night my throat was raw; I s sO 
tired I couldn’t rest. Three eeks 
were required for me to recuperate.” 
With dry humor, he added, “It is 
much easier this time. And if the 
popular vote increas:s, I doubt if 
they will ever let me make another 
speech.” 

When asked whether or not he 
would accept the nomination of his 
party for the next election, if of- 
fered, Mr. Debs merely smiled his 
tolerant good-natured smile 50 
characteristic of him, and _ said, 
“When the nextticketis nominated 
I will be 69 years old. Not that I 
expect to be old at 69, but nomi- 
nations are as uné¢ertain as elec- 


jtions.” And few who have talked 


with the socialist leader believe 
that he will be old at 69, or ever, 
for genial warmth of his nature and 
the subtle humor wit which he 
faces life will preserve his spirit 
young. 

When the election of Senator 
Harding was finally announced to 
Mr. Debs, he Smiled again, or possi- 
bly he was still smiling, and re- 
peated, “Blessed are those who ex- 
pect nothing, for—”’

TALK OF HANSON 
MUSSED HIM UP 


Liverpool, November 2.—Ole Han- 
Son, the tempestuous ex-mayor of

out the evening, following a day 
spent quietly at his home here.

dered daily for the inhabitants of 
the castle shows not only that they 
are not starved, but that there at 
least two score of retainers for 


whom to cater. At any rate the lit- 
tle private chapel connected with the 
Chateau de Pragine is well filled at 
mass by the household and visitors.

Latitude of Nobility.

Passibly 
the Austrian government may not 
be in a position to know which of 
the crown jewels are missing, but 
it is to be hoped that they have 
not already been sent out of Switz- 
erland, as is rumored, to Spain, jor 
to a certain quarter in Rome, where 
money, it is said, has been advanced 
upon them.

Commander-in-Chief of 
Canada’s Expeditionary 
Forces in World, War 
Talks of Peace Work.

Chicago, November 2.—The young 
man searching the hotel lobby for 
General Sir Arthur Currie, com- 
mander-in-chief of the Canadian 
expeditionary forces in the world 
war, had an eye out for gold braid, 
four pounds :of decorations and 
heavy dignity. 

He,found a man in a derby hat, 
a plain gray suit and a plainer 
black overcoat bargaining at the 
cigar counter for a 10-cent smoke. 

He also found that the man with 


the black derby had a eng blue 
eye, a red and black cravat with a 


tendency to leave its legal con- 
fines and wander fn the general di- 
rection of his left ear, a long 
straight nose and the forehead and 
general demeanor of the universi- 
ty classroom, 

“I am Mr. Currie,” he said., 

“I am looking for General Sir 
Arthur Currie,” he was told. 

“That fits, too, if it pleases you,” 
he answered quietly. 

This, then, is the man who com- 
manded the divisions of Canada in 
Flanders. and France. 

He looks like anything in the 
world but a famous general. He 
looks more like a college profes- 
son. He was told as much. 

‘“T am a college professor,” he 
said gravely. “I am principal of 
McGill university, which corre- 
sponds to the presidency of your 
colleges in the United States.” 

General Currie sat down and 
talked. f 

Turned Professor. 

He said that Canada had many 
problems of reconstruction, but 
that it had none that did not find 
its solution in education. There- 
fore, while he had not been an 
academician before he led Canada’s 
army to Fianders, he had decided 


that he could do the most good in 
leading the men who served under 
him there to better things in civil 
life by turning professor. 
He certainly fits the part. Off- 
hand, General Currie looks like the 
man who hurried home from. busi- 
ness during the war to don a home 
guard uniform for drill in the 
armory, and who reported 


the’ 


neighboring German's failure to 
subscribe to Liberty loans. 

“I have hundreds of my soldiers 
under me at McGill,” he said. “The 
first two V. C.’s won by Canada 
were won by McGill men. Schirmer, 
the medical officer, is theré. Poor 
Fred Fisher is dead. 

“My position there allows me to 
make at least one positive asser- 
tion: the war taught the men who 
saw the hard side of it the value of 
work. Those who oame out of the 
mud of Flanders came back with 
few illusions, but they have an 
appreciation of what in life is 
worth while. 


Former Soldiers Good Students. 


“My former soldiers are the best 
students at McGill. The cities and 
the pleasures to be found there 
don’t attract them. They are 
workers, 1 am proud to say.” 

This being the Canadian Thanks- 


giving day, General Currie declared. 


that “Canada has much to be thank- 
ful for—wonderful crops, a new 
co-operation between capital and 
labor and good common sense and 
prosperity everywhere.” 

The only question of. national in- 
terest in the United States on 
which General Currie wished to 
make an expression was on the 
league of nations. 

“We feel in Canada that the 
United States will eventually join 
a league of some sort,” he said. “It 
may not be the present league, but 
it is hardly probable that it will 
stay out of some alliance with the 
rest of the world for the promo- 
tion of peace and international 
understanding. As to what league 
the United States enters, that is 
es a your concern and nobody 
else’s.”’

$20,000. 

‘No man has ever applied him- 
self more vigorously to a labor in 
behalf of principle and public 
welfare. 

With Mr. Haden, too, it has been 
purely a labor of love—lové for the 
cause in behalf of which it was 
performed, and for which the 
gratitude of his fellow-citizens 
was the only reward he desired or 
could expect.

Woman Suffrage Is Now 
Law; Why Not Accept It? 


BY SAM W. SMALL. 


You can’t unscramble your eggs. 
So what is the good to come from 
kicking now against, the. wom- 
an suffrage 
amendment to 
the federal 
constitution? 
It has béen of- 
ficially pro- 
claimed as a 
part of the

An appeal to 
the supreme court of the United 
States to overturn it will be as fu- 
tile as was the. recent attempt of 
the liquor people to get that court 
to invalidate the eighteenth amend- 
ment providing—for national pro- 
hibition. 

Wisely and forturately the su- 
preme court of the United States, 
which is a creation of the constitu- 
tion, has never had any authority 
from that document to tell the peo- 
ple, at any time or in any ease, 
what shall be In the constitution, or 
shal] be rejected from it. 

Those who imagine differently 
should read the brief filed with 
the supreme court by Judge Alexan- 
der C. King, of Atlanta, as solicitor 
genera] of*the United States, in the 
eighteenth amendment case. That 
brief was upheld in toto by the 
court in deciding the case and re- 
fusing to interfere with the people’s 
acts in relation to its ratification. 

We people of the south found out 
fifty-odd years ago that deciding 


yupon the validity of constitutional 


amendments is not one of the func- 
tions of the federal supreme court. 
It looks to the political departments 
to find what is the constitution and 
then the court enforces that consti- 
tution “as is,” 

No better case against the validity 
of a constitutional amendment could 
be made than we southern people 
had against the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth amendments. They were not 
put to the constitution by the acts 
of free peoples. Ten southern 
states were forced, by military 
methods, to ratify them by rump 
legislatures in order to regain 
statehood in the Union and renewed 
representation in the federal con- 
gress. 

But the supreme court could not 
interfere to protect us. It did-not 
refrain for partisan reasons, but 
because its constitutional jurisdic- 
tion did not contain the right and 
power to dictate the contents of the 
constitution, Our appeal] could only 
go to the people who are the crea- 
tors and masters of the constitu- 
tion; and such an appeal was hope- 
less then and has been ever since, 

Just try to imagine what sort of 
government we would have if five 
out of nine supreme court justices 
in Washington, in any kind of fram- 
ed-up case, could, on their own 
judgment, put things into, or take 
things out of, the constitution any 
old day in the year! Such a gove 
ernment would speedily be swamp- 
ed in the shifting sands of .senti- 
ment, vagarious politics. or ochloec- 
ratic passions, 4 

Thomas Jefferson. said constitu- 
tions should keep pace with thé in- 
crease of knowledge, science and the 
necessities of the people, and his 
theorem has become the prime ax- 
iom of oug political system—"“that 
the majority of the community hath 
an indubitable, unalienable and in- 
defeasible right to alter, change, 
amend, or abolish its constitution 
of government as may seem best 
for its welfare.”

| HEALTH TALKS

‘CAN WE INCREASE GROWTH? 


A frequent query sent by readers 
and one which I am unable to an- 
swer satisfactorily, is this: Has any 
remedy, appliance or method of 
treatment been found which will 
increase growth or stature? 

No specific remedy or. treatment 
is known to increase growth. Yet 
we have acquired a certain insight 
into the mystery of growth in the 
past few years, and there is no 
doubt that a definite stimulation 
of growth can be produced in cer- 
tain caseg by the skillful and judi- 
cious administration over a period 
of many months or years of appro- 
priate ductless gland hormones. 

paders need i.vt write to ask me 

at these ductless gland hormones 
are and where they may obtain 
them. I don’t know. The physi- 
cian with personal knowledge of the 
case is the only one who can an- 
swer that question. I have men- 
tioned here the case of a girl of 
14 years who grew over an inch 
in height in three months of such 
treatment, fhe case of a buoy of two 
years who had ceased to grow but 
increased rapidly in height and 
weight on hormone treatment, and 
the case of a boy of 13 years whose. 
growth had been for some time at 
a standstill but who increased two 
inches in height in ten months, and 
three more inches in the next ten 
months of appropriate ductless 
gland hormone treatment. If cu- 
rious, ask your doctor; I can tell 
no m-re about the question. 

Everyone who reads has learned 
something about certain as. yet 
chemically unidentified food acces- 
sory factors known as vitamins, 
something present in-some_ foods 
and lacking in other foods; som-:- 
thin apparently indispensable i 
the human dietary; something es 
sential for normal growth and nu- 
trition. 

Fresh raw milk is rich in vita- 
mins; milk which has been pasteu- 
rized, sterilized, boiled, canned, con- 
densed or dried ig/poor in vitam/i-s. 
The whole grains or cereals are rich 
in vitamins; the ultra-refined cereal 
products of our day are uniformly 
poor in vitamins—for example, pol- 
ished iice is lacking in essential 
vitamins, whereas’ , unpolished 
(whole rice, brown rice, red rice) ‘is 
rich in vitamins; and likewise re- 
fined or patent white flour is 
vitamin-poor, whereas whole wheat 
flour is vitamin-rich. The green 
relishes, leafy vegetables which are 
eaten raw, fruits eaten with skins, 
the skins of potatoes (baked), seed 
or grain wheat unground and very 
thoroughly cooked as a breakfast 
cereal, fresh meats in preference 
to preserved or salted meats, fresh 
eggs as the equivalent of fresh 
meat, are all valuable items of he 
dietary by reason of their vitamin 
content. There is good reason to 
believe that an ample supp’ of 
such items favors normal growth; 
and that a shortage or inadequate 
variety of such Vitamin-rich items 
in the dietary tends to impair 
growth in children and youths more 
than a liberal daily. allowance of 
fresh milk as a beverage.

Only Course Left Him 


Editor Constitution: The sorriest 
student of history is vaguely 
aware of the seven. centuries of 


struggle which have marked Anglo- 
Irish relations. Beginning with the 


advent of Strongbow, Earl of Pem- 
pee in 1169, and continued in the 

ausers and machine guns which 
dot Ireland today, *in 1920, this 
struggle has known no single inter- 
lude of as much as a generation. The 
veriest schoolboy. knows this; 
knows it, ragher hazily, it is true. 
He knows open rebellion has been 


tried time and time again; his mem- 


ory is yet green with the latest of 
these futile attempts, that of HKas- 
ter, 1916. He Knows reconciliation 
has been essayed by both sides at 
various times, compromise, appeal 
to reasun, to justice; moderate men 
have worn out their hearts in the 
vain effort. Gladstone in the nine- 
teenth century, John Redmond in 
the twentieth. He knows, surely, 
the peaceful and ineffectual effort 
of the Irish, through their duly ap- 


pointed representatives of December, 


1918, to secure a hearing at the 
peace conference, before that truly 


great and devoted tribunal who were 


then endeavoring amid unparalleled 
difficulties to put into force the 
of “self-determination,” 
then heralded by earnest men of 
all lands as the open sesame to a 
new politicai order. I say, there 
igs no man, with any pretensions to 
information, but knows these things. 

And so [I repeat the question: 
What other method could MacSwi- 
ney have pursued? 

There are many who will dismiss 
MacSwiney as @ madman, a fool, a 


fanatic—who will think of his act 
as a gesture. 

Is it not rather, that we, more 
favored of earth in these political 
particulars, have small comprehen- 
sion of the mental state of the Irish- 
man, the true Gael, devoted to the 
cause of Irish independence, a cause 
seven centuries uld, and about which 
are clustered the traditions of seven 


centuries’ vain struggle, a cause, wa- 


tered by the blood of martyrs and 
heroes, whose very names would 
perhaps consume more space than I 
could hope to claim at your hands? 
In connection with such a deathless 
cause, is it likely that the ordinary 
canons of action, or the ordinary 
Sense of values,. would. obtain? 
Steeped as we may be sure Mac- 
Swiney was steeped, in the history 


of Ireland’s futile struggles; knowing 


it, as we cannot hope to know it, 
must he not have realized the hope- 
lessness of the beaten paths and 
the ordinary processes? 


He would have died as did Tone 
Emmett, Pearse and countless oth- 
ers in open rebellion, had his intel- 


ligence sanctioned that course, and 
that course had been possible. He 
would have lived on in prison, had 
that promised atty hope. He be- 
lieved, and history can only show if 
he be richt or wrong, that his meth- 
wen! of death would be most effect- 
ual, 

Wherein ts the martyrdom or death 
of MacSwiney different in principle 
to the early Christian who gave his 
body to the beasts, or Latimer and 
Ridley, licked by the flames, or 
Pearse and his followers in Dublin 
in 1918, defying forty thousand Brit 
ish soldiers. A mere difference of 
incidence; all voluntarily undergone, 
sheer suicide viewed from the prac- 
tical viewpoint. If the hallowing 
litht of a great cause and principle 
not illuminate the souls and actions 
of men such as these (whether their 
cause be right or wrone ts beside 
the point) the desneration of the 
intrenid soldier going to sure death 
in the face of the enemy. fs but sul- 
cide. Granted the efficacy of mar- 
tyrdom, anch deeds as thése become 
— ay aan cowardly thing—but

Press news item from Macon, Ga., 
published in The Washington Star, 
in which the statement is made 
that prominent women members of 
the Georgia Association Opposed to 
Equal Suffrage, have declared 
against the registration of the 
women who oppose sufrage, and 
that they have also resolved to help 
to “defeat these iniquitous schemes 
of Alice Paul and her crowd, who 
intend to destroy the home life and 
moral uplift for which Christian- 
ity has been struggling for 2,000 
years.” ‘ 

However opinions differ, 
wish to be fair. 

The writer was not a suffragist 
during many long years of bread- 
winning and became first interest- 
ed in the movement while living in 
London some seven or eight years 
ago.« The window-smashing cam- 
paign was then at its worst, and 
more from curiosity than sympathy 
she attended the suffrage demonstra- 
tions, becoming more and more con- 
vinced of the justice of the demand, 
more and more impressed with the 
moderation of the suffragists. 

The leader of the militant suf- 
fragists was at the time referred to 
Lady Constance Lytton—a _ quiet, 
high-bred, frail, pale woman of per- 
haps 55 years of age. She was the 
granddaughter of the novelist, Bul- 
wer Lytton, and daughter of the 
poet, “Owen Meredith’—her great- 
grandmother, Rosina Wheeler (was 
her. name Wheeler?) had been one 
of the earliest English pioneers in 
this movement, and her brother, the 
Earl of Lytton, was as keen in the 
cause as was his sister. Lady Con- 
stance would step out upon a foggy 
morning into Regent street with 
her little hatchet, and, without a 
trace of hurry or’ excitement, tap 
a large plate glass window—and 
then the fun began! A number of 
the London “Bobbies” admitted 
that they were suffragists them- 
Selves and hated to take the women 
into custody—and as for Lady Con- 
stance, she was as far from the 
masculine, rowdy type as possible. 
She was calm and aristocratic in 
ull she did! 

If the women of Georgia. knew 
Alice Paul they would be aston- 
ished, and those responsible for the 
expression “Alice Paul and .her 
crowd, who fntend to destroy the 
home life and moral uplift for 
which Christianity has been strug- 
gling for 2,000 years” would wish 
to retract those words. Alice Paul 
is something of a fanatic, if devo-

“There js no question in my mind 
that a financial arrangement of this 
kind wouldb e a whooping succses,” 
sijd President Heinemann. a 
would not only be the salvation of 
the weaker club, but would event- 
ually work to the interest of the 
clubs enjoying the large profits. A 
chain is no stronger than its weak- 
est link, and if we are not to care 
for the weaker clubs of the organ- 
ization then soon we will have to-be 
looking for other clubs to take 
their franchise. 

“I may seem like I want to be 
the godfather of these smaller clubs 
and perhaps I am, but aside from 
this seming philanthropy on my 
part I positively believe every club 
in’ the léague wil benefit. The sal- 
ary limit has been the biggest trou- 
ble. It has been a joke. All the 
clubs that could possibly afford to 
evade the limit did so. The clubs 
with small revenue had to suffer 
along with players below the South- 
ern league standard.

Cleanup day in baseball is at 
hand, The desperate efforts of some 
of the politicians of the game to 
check the tendency toward reform 
will not prevent the reformation. 

The National league heads are de- 
termined to'lay all cards on the 
table and go through with the fight 
for complete revolution in baseball 
government. Ths minor ieaguers, 
headed by Mike Sexton, are. equally 
anxious jer a complete change and 
for a sounder and better govern- 
ment. é . 

Always, in these things, San 
Johnson seems to be the stumbling 
block to complete agreement. There 
is no objection op the part either 
of the Nationa] league clu») owners 


or of the minor leaguers to ofr. 
Johnson as president of the Amer- 
ican league. The objection to him 
in that capacity appears to be on 
the part of a minority of the club 
owners in his own circuit. If the 
American league desires to retain 
Mr. Johnson as president the minors 
do not object at all, but they do 
oppose Johnson's political methods 
and his interference in baseball 
outside of his own league. 
Publicity Is Need. 


For the good of baseball the im- 
mediate retirement of Johnson 
would be the best thing. The next 
step in restoring the confidence of 
the public in baseball would be the 
Charles A. Stoneham, head of the 
Graw. its manager. Following that 
the retirement of George Washing- 
tén Grant, the alleged owner of the 
Boston Braves and of August Herr- 
mann, head of the Cincinnati club, 
could follow with beneficial re- 
sults. 

If the National league is honest 
and sincere in its declaration that 
it intends to play all cards face 
up on the table it can do baseball 
no greater -service than to make 
public a bona fide list of the owners 
and stockholders of its clubs. If 
it will do this the baseball public 
will do the rest—and several men 
whose connection with the game has 
not done it any particular credit 
will be automatically discarded. 


Reforms Sought. 


Immediately after the disclosures 
of the Chicago White Sox there 
was-a frantic rush of owners and 
officials to reform things and to 
clean the game entirely. -#hen came 
some sudlen back pedaling and 
slowing up. Veiled insinuations fol- 
lowed that there had been too 
much haste. During the world’s se- 
ries I found among baseball men 
a pronounced and increasing sen- 
timent for going slowly in reforms. 
It was 
gone too fast and too far, and that, 
perhaps, mistakes had been made. 
Also it was hinted that maybe after 
all, the ball players who admitted 
themselves guiltv of debauching the 
nation’s sport, who had 
friends, who had debased them- 
selves for the rotten money of rot- 
tener gamblers, could not be le- 
gally expelled from baseball. It 
was Minted guardedly that it would 
be a bad thing if one or two of 
them should bring suit and charg¢ 
organized baseball with black- 
listing them. : 

A terrible picture was drawn o! 
the effect such a suit would kave 
upon the old suits growing out of 
the Federal league war. 

If- Buck Weaver, for instance, 
should sue and prove that he had 
been expelled, that the club owners 
had agreed to drive him out of the 
game, would it not prove the old 
charge that baseball is a trust ex-

Public Opinion. 

It was amazing to find a belief 
among baseball men that the pub- 
lic will forget the scandal. The at- 
tendance upon and the enthusiasm 
over the Cleveland games was 
pointed as proof that the fans al- 
rehdy are forgetting. The faith of 
the public, they said, was not 
shaken. The public believes all the 
crooks are caught, and that the 
others are caught and that the oth- 
ers are innocent. No real harm 
done, after all. 

They talked along that line. They 
probably believe it. They said that 
the clamor against the slacking 
players who dodged military service 
die dout quickly, and that the pub- 
lic forgot it soon as the slacke: 
made a few base hits. Meaning 
that thev would forget this case. 

They do not believe in the force 
of public opinion, or else they be- 
lieve that baseball fans do not 
care. If so, they argue, why make 
radical changes? 

I heard one wager offered that two 
club owners who were named, would 
be bidding for the services of Buck 
Weaver and Joe Jackson next 
spring. I heard one man assert that 
it would be possible to create a 
public demand for the return of Joe 
Jackson to the game. 

In spite of the low opinion these 
persons hold for the force of public 
opinion, no one need be alarmed. No 
matter what the legal technicalities 
may be, there is no danger that any 
one of the eizht ousted from base- 
ball ever will have the nerve to 
face an American crowd in a base- 
ball game. 2 

Politics Must 

The National league seems sin- 
cere in its determination to cleanse 
the business as well as the sport. 
Perhaps the American league club- 
owners are quite as sincere in their 
desire so to do—but the shadow of 
the old political war complicates 
their actions. Some of them attrib- 
ute all the movement to change the 
government of the game to enmity 
to Johnson. 

Plainly, the @nly way to reform 
the sport, to drive out the crooks 
among the players and to keep the 
business clean, is to eliminate lf- 
tics. If we can eliminate politics 
without eliminating Johnson, a 
leopard can make four changes of 
spots a day. 

Ifthe reform isto be genuine, let’s 
get rid of the politicians, the men 
who have aspired, and perhaps con- 
spired, to control baseball) entirely. 

The first step toward that is a 

ublication of lists of stockholders.

Morgantown, November 2— 
(Special.)—When Captain Lewis 
leads his team on the Latdleyz field 
at Charleston next Saturday after- 
noon against the strong Washing- 
ton and Lee eleven the Moun- 
taineers will be prepared to fight 
as they have never fought before. 
Local fans consider the Washing- 
ton and Lee conflict as one of the 
most important on the schedule 
this year, and would rather see the 
team lose any other battle than 
that with the Virginians. 

This year’s varsity has inherited 
the olu rivalry that existed in the 
past between the two schoc:s, and 
they are determined to break the 
winning streak of the men from 
Lexington, who won the last three 
games played between th. two in- 
stitutions. While_better teams have 
represented West Virginia in the 
past, the practicaliy “green” one 
this soa ty is considered by every 
one to be tne scrappiest aggrega- 
tion in history. 

The players, too, regard the W. & 
L. game as all important, and their 
present attitude toward the conflict 
is such that they expect to fear 
into their opponents and beat them 
unmercifully. 

Six Previous Games. 

Teams representing Washington 
and Lee and West Virginia have 
met on the gridiron six times in 
the past, and each team has won 


three of the games, all of which 
were played in Charleston. The 
schools first met in 1895, when the 
Mountaineers defeated their oppo- 
nents by the score of 28-0. In'1897, 
when the teams again played the 
West Virginians emerged on the 
long end of a 14-0 score. For some 
unexplained reason the teams did 
not play again until 1902, when the 
Virginians suffered their third de- 
feat, this time b.-,the score of 17-5. 
After this victory, which was the 
last for the ’varsity, the teams did 
not play again until 1913, when the 
great W. go L. team of that year 
started to wipe out the three de- 
feats by winning from fhe locals 28 
to 0, which was the final score of 
the first game. 

The following year a sensational 
and hard fought battle resulted in 
an %-6 victory for the Lexington- 
ians, who were forced to exténd 
themselves to the limit in order to 
down the' university. After the 
thrilling battle of 1984 came the 
memorable conflict of 1915,° which ' 
attracted national attention, As 
was the case of the year before, 
the game was very close, and with 
only a few minutes more to play, 
the Mountaineers were leading 8-6, 
when, to the surprise of the large 
crowd present, Sol Metzger, who 
was coach of te varsity, ordered 
his team fro'’e the field because 
of the alleged unfairness on the 
part of an official. Of course the 
game was forfeited to Washington 
and e, 1-0, and since that day 
neither team has met in any 
braneh of athlétics. 


Played Before. 


Many of the West Virginian stars 
have played in the W. & L. games, 
but owing to the fact that the six 
games have been scattered over a 
quarter of a century there are 
many Mountaineer luminaries who 
have never faced the Blue and 
White. This, however, has not 
lessened the rivalry among players 
of other days, and many of these.

London, November 2.—Six months 
at hard labor and deportation there< 
after was the sentence imposed in 
Bow street police court today upon 
Erki Welthiem, the “mystery man,” 
who was arraigned in this court a 
week ago today charged by the 
government with acting as an in- 
termediary between members of 
revolutionary § circles in Great 
Britain and Russian revolutionists. 
Neither the name nor the national- 
ity of the prisoner was made known 
at the time of his arraignment. 

‘It was upon Weltheim that the 
government’s attorney announced 
that a letter from Sylvia Pank- 
hurst to Nikolai Lenine, premier of 
soviet Russia, had been found, in 
which Miss Pankhurst was alleged 
to have written: 

“The situation {is most acute; not 
ready for a revolution yet.” 

Miss Pankhurst has since been 
sentenced to six months’ imprison- 
ment on charges of having publish- 
ed seditious literature designed to 
affect her navy, in the newspaper 
The Workers’ Dreadnought, one of 
the articles in which was entitled 
“Discontent On the Lower Deck.” 

When the “mystery man” was 
first arraigned, he declined to an- 
swer questions, and was remanded 
for a week. 


FEWER PERSONS KILLED 
ON RAILROADS IN 1919 


Washington, November 2.—Fewer 
persons were killed on railroads 
during 1919 than in any year since 
1898, and fewer were injured than 
in any year since 1910, said a state- 
ment issued today by the interstate 
commerce commission. 

During 1919 a total of 6,978 per- 
sons were killed and 149,053 injured, 
compared with 6,859 killed in: 1898 
and 119,507 injured in 1910. Of the 
killed during the year, 273 were 
passengers, and of the _injured, 
7,456 were passengers. ‘Employees 
killed during 1919 numbered 2,138, 
and 131,018 were injured. 

Fewer trespassers on railroads 
were killed in 1919 than during any 
year of the commission’s records, 
which go back to 1890. Last year 
2,553 trespassers were killed and 
2.658 injured. Railroad officials 
said there were less persons out of 
employment and fewer tramps than 
formerly, because of the war.

FOR HOLDING UP 
DRY ENFORCEMENT 


That the Chatham county situa- 
tion is holding up the work of pro- 
hibition enforcement in the state is 
the statement made by D. J. Gantt, 
federal prohibition enforcement of- 
ficer for the southeast,. Tuesday. 
Co-operation between Atlanta peo- 
ple and the liquor smugglers on 
the coast is at the bottom of it, 
he Says. 

Mr. Gantt says that the officers

Mr. Gantt would make no verifi- 
cation of this report. 


CENSUS OF BOSTON 
DECLARED CORRECT 


Washington, November 2.—Direc- 
tor of Census Rogers joined issue 
today with Mayor Peters, of Bos- 
ton, who, in a letter to the census 
bureau, asserted that the ponents 
of Boston was 801,679, instead of 
747,923, as announced by the bu- 
reau. 

Declaring that Mayor Peters “had 
drawn certain wrong inferences and 
had made certain miscalculations,” 
Director Rogers said that after a 
careful consideration of all vaila- 
ble data, the census bureau was of 
the opinion that the enumeration of 
Boston was substantially correct. 
The police canvass, which was 
cited by Mayor Peters to bear out 
his,claim of incorrect enumeration, 
wa@s said by Director Rogers to 
have been onecggye a ne in that the 
federal census showed more men 
of 20 years of age and over,-than 
the police registered.

London, November 2.—Many Amer- 
icans know Bloomsbury. .1t com- 
bines the double attraction of cen- 
tral location and moderate prices, 
and a large proportion of the Amer- 
icans who for reasons of business 
or pleasure are gow in London, 
find their way theré: Rhodes schol- 
ars, from Oxford; other students 
who wish to avail thémselves of 
the riches of the British museum: 
business men; common or garden 
tourists (welcome these last—after 
the long winter of war—as_ the 
flowers that bloom in the spring) 
—-these types and many others. On 
all sides one hears the familiar ac- 
cent in the streets. 

And they are fortunate. In some 
fashionable circles it is correct to 
speak slightingly of Bloomsbury as 
a place of residence. Its social 
glories departed with the eighteenth 
century and too many of its state- 
ly Georgian mansions have fallen 
on evil days as offices or board- 
ing houses. But to my mind it 
still remains one of the most de- 
lightful parts of London, with a 
characteristic charm of its own. 

In_ this great region lying north 
of Holborn, the several green 
squares, with their lofty  plane- 
trees and luxuriant shrubbery, their 
Velvety turf and brilliant ‘fiower- 
beds, are far more common’ than in 
any other district. ..It is pleasant 
to watch. the children  toddling 
around on the thick grass and the 
young people playing tennis of a 
summer afternoon. The fine old 
houses surrounding many of the 
squares are full of suggestions of 
the past; some definitely commemo- 
rating by tablets on their walls 
—writers, artists, judges; others un- 
known to fame, but equally stimu- 
lating the imagination to thoughts 
of those far-off days when beauty 
and fashion found a favorjte resort 
in the gardens of Montagu house 
(now the British museum), 


Tide of Fashion. 


The tide of fashion flowed west- 
ward and left Bloomisbury stranded 
high and dry years ago. But it left 
behind an atmosphere of eighteenth 
century’ leisureliness, which is its 
greatest charm. This is no city, 
but a succession of country towns 
loosely strung together. In these 
pleasant, peaceful streets it is al- 
ways afternoon. . 

In my little square the tall plane- 
trees overshadow scarlet geraniums. 
The house is perfectly quiet front 
and back. I am awakened in the 
morning by a chorus of cheerful 
hens. .Where they are kept is a 
mystery I have never attempted to 
discover, but here in the heart of 
central London, the illusion of a 
country farm-yard is complete. 

At oné end of the square stands 
the noble Gothic church where the 
diminishing congregation of Lon- 
don “Irvingites” (to give them their 
popular name) still worship—the 
followers of that strange nine- 
teenth century fanatic who believed 


-in the modern survival of miracu- 


lous powers of healing and the gift 
of “tongues.” At the other the glo- 
rious Corinthian columns of the 
more recent portion of the museum 
eatch all sorts of tender colors from 
the evening sky, and two. imper- 
turable British lions guara 
tal. ve 
Monument Erected, . 


Here, too, has lately beensetupa 

more war-like ‘monument’'to ‘British 
prowess—a huge “tank” crystallized 
into immobility in the very act of 
mounting a stone wall. “Ole Bill” is 
the children’s favorite playground. 
When there are rumors of war's 
alarms in the morning papers, I 
find reassurance in watching them 
clamber over the sides of this grim, 
gray monster of death; it is the 
modern equivalent of swords beat- 
en into ploughshares. ‘Ole Bill” 
blends with curious and amazing 
ease into the general atmosphere 
of peace. 
Old customs still linger in Blooms- 
bury. The men with their baskets 
of flowers still quaintly cry: “Flow- 
ers all right! Flowers all right!” 
Then in rising cadence: “Fresh-cut 
roses!” The milkman announces the 
delivery of the milk with the tradi- 
tional raucous croak. The chair- 
mender solicits patronage through 
the streets. The muffin man (I am 
inclined to believe he is the ver 
last of “muffin mén”) on Sunda 
afternoons cozily tinkles his bell 
around the squares, inviting the in- 
hibitants out to buy his wares and 
toast them over the fire for tea. 

e Many Students. 

These inhabitants include many 
students, artists and writers. The 
atmosphere is‘largely Bohemian, if 
that means the kind of person who 
cares much about ideas and corre- 
ns, agg = little about convention- 
ally fashionable attire. The fash- 
ions really do not matter in Blooms- 
bury. 
lightful! Or if you belong to the 
female sex and would be foremost 
in the running, bobbed hair and an 
aesthetic dull-green “jumper” gar- 
ment are really “the correct idear” 
(in the words of a famous classic). 
I refer, of course, to the permanent 
dwellers in Bloomsbury, not to the 
gay birds of passage. 

It is cosmopolitan, too. All Eu- 
ropean nationalities, not shut out 
by alien laws, as well as Americans, 
mingle in its streets, and the num- 
iber of Indians to be seen, especial- 
ly now that the army huts have 
been turned into Indian hostels, 
gives a distinct flavor of ,the east. 
I sometimes think there are no 
British left in Bloomsbury. There 
are any number of delightful Eng- 
lish, and Irish, and agree- 
able people from the dominions, but 
the only real British . . . Imperial- 
ists? (no, that is offensive) ... 
Empiricists? . . . (that sounds pe- 
culiar) . . . Well, whatever it may 
be .. . are the lions at the mu-

May Demolish Houses. 


Two dangers, at -the .moment, 
menace our tranquility. One is the 
government’s proposal to give a 
tract of eleven acres at the rear 
of the British museum, as a hew 
site for Iondon university. The 
acceptance would ifivolve the de- 
molishing of a large number of 
houses on the Bedford estate and 
the sweeping away of squares— 
among them my square. The choice 
still hangs in the balance and we, 
who are deeply and personally con- 
cerned, drop repeated hints in the 
ears of our possibly. influential aca- 
demic. friends, urging the superior 
amenities offered by the rival site— 
the large stretch of heath and 
woodland out on the Hampstead 
hills. In building for the future, 
say we, would you dump a univer- 
sity dowp, where, it would never 
have room to grow and expand? 
Heaven grant you more wisdom, 

The other danger is more remote, 
Some of the social scribes, basing 
themselves on the fact that the 
Asquiths have taken a house in 
Bedford square and Lady Diana 
Cooper (nee Manners), that bright 
particular star of the picture pa- 
pers, has settled nearby, 
to predict a social renagcence in 
Bloomsbury. But on that I take 
the optimistic view. One swallow 
(or half a dozen) does not make 
a summer, and the high rents and 
scarcity of houses are quite suf- 
ficient to account for the migra- 
tion of a few social butterflies into 
our hopelessly- and happily unfash- 
ionable neighborhood. Fortunately, 
there is no reason to contemplate 
a large scale invasion from May- 
fair. Past glories will not return; 
our. Peace will remain unbroken. 


IRISH TOWN IN FLAMES: 
RESULT OF REPRISALS 


Black and Tan Threaten Ac- 
tions of “Nature Yet 


Unheard Of.” 


November 2.—A telephone 
message from Thralee late Tuesday 
reported the town in flames. Com- 
munication since has been inter- 
rupted, but early information was 
that many inhabitants had-fled as a 
result of serious fighting that was 
taking place. 

After disturbances. durin 
morning, two members 0 the 
“Black and Tans” were discovered 
missing. Notices immediately were 
posted in Thralee that unless the 
missing men were returned unharm- 
ed reprisals of a “nature yet un- 
heard of” would result. Later the 
bodies of the two men were found 
in a field riddled with bullets. Re- 
pors that the town was in flames 
soon followed. 

As a result of reprisals in Thralee 
Monday night, two _ civillans were 
killed, and one civilian was killed 
on the street this morning. The 
town was then ordered closed. 

The toll] throughout Ireland for 
Tuesday, a8 yet incomplete, includes 
four policemen, one soldier and one 
civilian killed, and elght police, two 
soldiers and four civilians wounded. 

The National University college, 
of Dublin, where Kevin Barry, the 
young Sinn Feiner executed Monday, 
“was a.student, was raided early 
Tuesday by soldiers. They forced 
the president, at the point of the 
bayonet, to produce the roll of the 
university. One arrest was made. 

The Duke of Leinster’s residence 
was also raided and searched. 


MUTINOUS CHINESE 
~ FRED ON BY GUARDS 


New Orleans, November 2.—Eleven 
Chinese members of the crew of the 
British steamship Elm Leaf were 
wounded early today when guards 
resorted to pistol fire to quell a 
mutiny aboard the vessel. ' 

Twenty-four Chinese participated 
in the riot, which was precipitated 
when officers of the ship an- 
nounced that, in compHance with 
federal regulations, no shore leave 
would be granted. 

According to reports submitted 

at the customs house, the Chinese 
armed themselves with knives, 
pieces of pipe and igcrap iron and 
rushed from the forecastie in an 
effort to overwhelm the guards. A 
number got over the ship and hid 
themselves in the woods bordering 
the river. The rapid firing of the 
guards influenced most of those not 
wounded to surrender. Two of the 
wounded will die, according to re- 
ports. 
The Elm Leaf is anchored at Good 
Hope, about fifteen miles above 
New Orleans. .The vessel is oper- 
ated between New Orleans and 
Tampico.
